The defendant was in the 
mean time a man continually at work 
and earning good wages, about $20 
per week.

it, with but little loss to the grain or 
the fodder. 
Corn when raised tor both 
Vrain ami todder should be cut as soon 
as the eaas are m ature enough to keep 
well it tim todder is lo lie in the best 
condition. 
Objection is sometimes raised 
against corn (odder on account of its bulk 
o ut pared with the portion aciualiycon- 
s lined by the anim a.s. 
When it is Heil in 
bundles as soon as it is husked I do not 
consider it at all difiicuit or expensive to 
bandie. 
The best of it is that when it is 
bright and sweet all kinds of stock like it 
so well th at very little will be led of it ex­ 
cept! Hie argo butts. Tnese should be raked 
U|i iii the spring alter they have been tram ­ 
pled bv the stock all w inter, aud be throw n 
into piles where they will soon rot arid be­ 
come m anure. 
Fur cows giving m i.k corn 
fodder, ii well cured, is at iea-t as good as 
ti mot tty hay. and, while it cannot be com­ 
pactly stored away as bay, it can be pre­ 
served out ol doors in an upright position 
With but little loss until it is wanted tor 
use.

One would have sup- j 
posed that it would have been utter­ 
ly impossible for him to have restrain- j 
ed the splendid impulse that carried 
so many young men off their feet and 
sent them to the front to fight out 
the salvation o; the great Republic. 
If Mr. Donnellv bad yielded to that I 
impulse, bis name might today be J 
written beside that of Macdonald, j 
of 
Revolutionary 
fame 
or 
of 
Thomas Francis Meagher of the Dish \ 
Brigade in the civil war. But Mr, 
Donnelly, while a fighting man of known 
beligerent 
attributes, 
prefers

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T hree S p e c im e n s In H isto r y W h ich 
A re S aid t o H a v e T a lk e d . 
Upon the authority of several pas­ 
sages of history, we are led to believe 
I that the famous wizards, magicians, 
; and astrologers have constructed not 
less thau six brazen, human-shaped 
htads that possessed all the faculties of 
speech. The first of these was the work 
of Monk Herbert, who afterward be­ 
came jiope with the title Sylvester II. 
The head is said to have predicted 
that. Gerbert would be pope and that 
he would not die until he had said 
mass in Jersualem. After tile first 
part of the prophecy had been fulfill­ 
ed, and he had placed the papal lira 
upon ids head, he resolved to live for­ 
ever by steering clear of Jerusalem. 
While saying mass one day in a small 
church in a suburb of Rome, Sylvest­ 
er Was taken with a sudden rigor. 
Knowing that his end was near, he 
asked the rector if the church had 
any special name. Being informed 
that it was properly called “Jerusa­ 
lem,” lie closed his eyes and died with­ 
in an hour. 
The second “brazen-speaking head” 
was made by one Robert Grosseteste, 
an Italian bishop who resided in Eng 
land between th eyearll75 and 1223. 
The third is said to have been the re­ 
sult of 30 years’ labor on part of the 
astrologer, 
Albertus 
Magnus, who 
was horn in trie year 1203. 
Friar Bacon, who died 1284, is 
the credit of having made a head of 
brass which constantly repeated the 
words: “Time’s come, time’s here, 
time’s past.” The marquis of Vilena 
—1384-1434—also made a speaking 
head of sheet brass. A Polish disciple 
of Estello made the sixth and last 
mentioned of the famous “talking 
heads of brass.” 
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T h e J u d a s T r e e o f J a n a n. 
Everyone knows the Judas tree. A 
species grows in the south of Europe, 
and popular tradition has called it 
Judas tree, from a tradition that it 
was the tree on which Judas hung him­ 
self after having betrayed the Savior. 
It is said the Hewers were white be­ 
fore, hut, as if the tree itself was 
shocked at the enormity of the offense 
of Judas, its flowers forever afterward 
became red as blood. The European 
species is called ferris Siliquastrum. 
In America there is also a species of 
Judas tree, which is Cercis Canadensis. 
It makes a considerable sized tree, 
although usually seen more as a bush 
or shrub. It very much resembles the 
Judas tree of Europe, but the flowers 
are paler, and there are, of course, 
some other botanical 
differences. 
From Japan we have now another 
species, or rather it has been in culti­ 
vation for the past twenty years, 
more or less, hut it is yet not a s well 
known as it deserves to be. It is 
much dwarfer than the forms of Eu­ 
rope and America, and has much lar- 
e**r, thicker and more shining foliage. 
The two species above seem to be a 
mass of flowers in early spring, and on 
this account one has been called in 
America “red bud tree,” but the 
beauty of these can in no way com­ 
pare with that of this Japanese spe­ 
cies.—Meehan’s Monthly.

A Latter Fro m India. 
A. E. Sho berg, a yo ung man who 
left this city in March to g o as a 
misso nary to India, writes a friend 
o f his in Brainerd a v ery interesting 
letter la reg ard to the v o y ag e, mad 
we are allo wed to make the fo llo w­ 
ing ex tracts fro m it: 
Oa the 11th o f May we left Van­ 
co uver o n bo ard the Empress o f 
China. The jo urney was v ery pleas­ 
ant altho ugh the fo re part o f the 
ship was co vered with ice after the 
sto rms. After having been o ut o f 
sight o f land thirteen days we en­ 
tered the harbo r o f Yo ko hama, and 
no so o ner had we dro ped ancho r than 
we were so urro undo d by an army o f 
small bo ats called “sampans,” which 
are abo ut six teen feet lo ng and six 
feet wide, and are o ccupied by their 
o wners who live in tbein alto gether. 
One o f these bo ats to o k o s asho re and 
there wo were met by a swo rm o f 
“rickshaw men,” all yelling and sho ut­ 
ing at tho to p o f their vo ices, each o ne 
eager to have us jump into his rick­ 
shaw and let them haul us abo ut to wn 
at the rat« o f fifteen cents per ho ur. A 
rickshaw is a 
two wheeled cart, 
co vered like a to p buggy, and is 
drawn by tho o wner who gets be- 
wecn t h o shafts, with no clo thing o n 
but a clo th aro und his lo ins, and is 
directed in bin co urse by the o c­ 
cupant* o f 
h i s rig 
1 preferred to 
walk rather than be hauled aro und 
in that fashio n by a heathen. 
March 
25th we left Yo ko hama aud urrived 
at Ko be the nex t day. _ The Japs, are 
who le a pretty smart race o f 
peo ple and are rapidly advancing in 
civilizatio n. 
The finest part o f o ur 
vo yage was thro ugh tho inland seas 
o f Japan. 
A sail o f three days j sto re, 
thro ugh tho Yello w S**a bro ught us 
to Shanghai, which is situated ten 
miles fro m the co ast o n a small river. 
Here two o f o ur party left us. At 
the wharf wo were met by a Swedish 
missio nary; his head was shaved and 
he wo re a pigtail and had ado pted 
the Chiniste dress. Wo were sho wn 
the city, first the English, then the 
French and last the Chinese po rtio ns. 
The latter was a little the wo rst I 
ever saw. The ho uses were all o ne 
sto ry with o pen fro nts. The streets 
were v ery narro w, all tho way fro m 
fo ur to fo urteen feet, arid a very 
filthy* o der filled the air. I do no t

Instead of 
building the road over the lino re­ 
quired by the old franchise Mr. 
Parker will commence at the extreme 
south end of Sixth street and extend 
it north to Front, and east on Front 
to Eighth and north on Eighth across 
the track to Kingwood and from 
there over the old line to the new 
mill at Rice Lake. A special meet­ 
ing of the council will be called te 
amend the ordinance giving Mr. 
Parker The right to make these 
changes. The power house will be 
built as closely to the new mill as 
possible, co ai to use the refuse 
mattter of the mill for fuel. Power will 
be furnished by a IOO horse-power gen­ 
erator which, will be propelled by a 
125-horse power engine, two boilers 
each of 120 horse-power capacity 
furnishing steam. The track will be 
laid 
with forty-pound steel rails. 
Mr. Parker will not use the wagon 
bridge over the ravine but will build a 
trestle expressly for the street car track 
He will put on four rooters at once 
but will have power to propel more 
than double that number. The length 
of the track will be nearly four miles 
and Mr. Parker confidently assures us 
that it will be built and in operation 
in forty five days.

A Letter From India. 
A. E. Shoberg, a young man who 
left this city in March to go as a 
misaonary to India, writes a friend 
of his in Brainerd a very interesting 
letter in regard to the voyage, and 
we are allowed to make the follow­ 
ing extract* from it: 
On the lith of May we left Van 
couver on board the Empress of 
China. The journey wa* very pie 
ant although the fore part of the 
ship was covered with ice after the 
storms. After having been out of 
sight of land thirteen days we en­ 
tered tho harbor of Yokohama, and 
no sooner had we droi>ed anchor than 
we wore sonrroundod by an army of 
small boats called “sampans,” which 
are about sixteen feet long and six 
feet wide, and are occupied by their 
owners who live in theta altogether. 
One of these boats took us ashore and 
thoro wa were met by a sworm of 
rickshaw mon,” all yelling and shout­ 
ing at tho top of their voices, each one 
eager to have us jump into his rick­ 
shaw and lot tie-in haul us about town 
at the rate of fifteen cents per hour. A 
rickshaw is a 
two wheeled cart, 
covered like a top buggy, and is 
draw'xi by tho owner who gets be­ 
tween tho shafts, with no clothing on 
but a cloth around his loins, and is 
directed in his course by the oc­ 
cupants of hrs rig 
I preferred to 
walk rather than bo hauled aroand 
in that fashion by a heathen. March 
5th we left Yokohama and arrived 
at Kobe the next day. _ The Jap*, are 
as a whole a pretty smart race of 
people and are rapidly advancing in 
civilization. 
The finest part of our 
voyage was through tho inland seas 
of Japan. 
A sail of three days 
through tho Yellow S<-a brought us 
to Shanghai, which is situated ten 
miles from tho coast on a small river. 
Here two of our party left us. At 
the wharf wo were met by a Swedish 
missionary; his head was shaved and 
he wore a pigtail and had adopted 
the Chinese dress. 
We were shown 
the city, first the English, then the 
French and last the Chinese portions. 
The latter was a little the worst I 
ever saw. The house* were all one 
dory with open fronts. The streets 
wert very narrow, all tho way from 
four to fourteen feet, aud a very 
filthy odor filled the air. I do not 
wonder there is so much sickness here, 
as there is no such a thing as fresh 
air where the dr* els are so narrow 
and the houses ->o clo - a together. In I 
our walk w cam- to a gutter that ;

S t r e e t s of N ew Y o rk , 
“When a man makes but $8 or $10 
a week,” said a loquacious policeman 
in the Bowery a t daybreak the other 
morning, “and out of it has a wife and 
two or three young ones to feed, clothe 
and pay rent for, he can’t have much 
left for the luxuries of life. Why, a 
cent to a m an in those straits looks 
as big as a cart wheel dees to you. 
But poor fellows of th a t kind must 
have tobacco. It’s the only consola­ 
tion they have. T h a t’s why they range 
through the east side of town between 
4 and 0 every morning.” 
This lecture was brought out by a 
question. 
In the gray of morning, 
when the streets were almost deserted, 
there appeared as if by magic a horde 
of men. They were mechanics and la­ 
borers, as the dinner pails they car­ 
ried attested. 
Some were rough, but 
all were clean. Soon every crosstown 
street brought from the west a fresh 
stream which first tilled the sidewalks 
in the Bowery and then melted away 
in the throughfares on the East Side. 
One might have believed it to be an 
army of scavengers, for they did not 
leave a dusting or sweeping lay along

the curb lino unexamined.

Good FoluU o f Corn Fodder. 
There are many good tilings about corn 
fodder tnat are not always estimated at 
their true value. One is that it is u crop 
thut i* soon grow n and ia quickly availa­ 
ble, and if at all properly cul ivated rarely 
fails of at least a moerately good yield. 
Anotli r good thing about it is that when 
corn is planted for grain, a* it usuaiiy is, 
the fodder may be said to be chietiy rain. 
It is quickly barveste 1 and ea*)iy cured 
when shocked up in the field where one 
cun leave it and take his time lor husking 
it, with but little loss to the grain or 
the fodder. Corn when raised lor both 
grain and lodder should be cut as soon 
a* the ea’S are mature enough to keep 
welt if the fodder is to be in the t>est 
condition. Objection is soiuetirues raised 
against corn fodder ou account of its bulk 
compared with the portion actually cuu- 
s lined by the aninia**. 
When it is tied iu 
bundles as soon as it is husked 1 do not 
consider it at ail ditlicuit or expensive to 
handle. The best of it is that when it is 
bright and sweet all kind* of stock like it 
so well that very little will be leit of it ex­ 
cept tfie arge butt*. These should be raked 
up in the spring after they have been tram­ 
pled bv the stock aii winter, and be thrown 
into piles where they will soon rot and be­ 
come manure. 
For cows giving miik corn 
fodder, if well cured, is at lea-t us good as 
timothy hay, and, while it cannot be com­ 
pactly stored away as bay, it can be pre­ 
served out of d >ors in an upright position 
With but Fttle loss until it is wanted lor 
use.

He was an Irish American, born in 
Philadelphia. One would have sup- j 
posed th a t it would have been utter- ; 
ly impossible for him to have restrain- j 
ed the splendid impulse th a t carried j 


b o many young men off their feet and 
sent them to the front to fight out 
the salvation ot the great Republic. ) 
If Mr. Donnelly had yielded to th at 
impulse, his name might today iie j 
written Iieside th a t of Macdonald, | 
of 
Revolutionary 
fame 
or 
of 
Thomas Francis Meagher of fhe Iiish j 
Brigade m the civil war. But Mr, 
Donnelly, while a fighting man of known 
beligerent 
attributes, 
prefers 
the j 
tongue to the bayonet, asaw eaponof j 
offense or defense. He loved his conn- j 
try, certainly, but he loved bodily 
safety and comfort better—ami hence 
did not don the uniform oi the nation 
in those trying times. 
Daniel W. Lawler, the Ifemocratic 
candidate for Governor, was not old 
enough to serve his country as a sold- j 
ier at any time during the war. 
He 
too is an iristi-American and if the 
fates had ordained him a date of birth 
a few short years earlier he might well 
have wooed reputation at thecannon’s 
mouth. But it was not to be. 
Mr. 
Lawler, nor his father, nor any of hi* 
collateral 
kindred 
seem 
to 
have 
found a lodging place in the ranks of 
those who went forth as defenders of 
the nation and the flag. 
Hence there is no good reason why j 
the veteran soldiers should rally to I 
any great extent for the ele*- ion of j 
Mr. Lawler as the Chief Magistrate ‘ 
of tlie State.

other high and responsible position. 
Mr. Donnelly has 
established 
a 
record in Minnesota. 
He was never 
true to any man on any principle 
on earth, longer than the man or the 
principle could be made subservient 
to his own ends. 
Mr.. Donnelly is 
drowned in an ocean of selfishness. 
His record for dishonesty is not perti­ 
nent to the issues of to-day. 
He 
stands for nothing but Donnelly and 
if elected would simply 
represent 
Donnelly. 
It is very doubtful if he 
could ever be thegovernor of Donnelly 
if he should be elected. Tims far in 
his life tho Donnelly of history has 
never been governed to any great ex­ 
tent. Let Mr. Nelson love God and 
light for Republican principles, Don­ 
nelly is a dead issue, and to stir him 
is to impregnate the circumambient 
air with the vilest and most unwhole­ 
some of odors. 


H E A D S O F 
BRASS. 


T hree S p e c i m e n s In H is to ry W h ich 
A re S aid t o H a v e T a lk e d . 
Upon the authority of several pas­ 
sages of history, we are led to believe 
th at the famous wizards, magicians, 
and astrologers have constructed not 
less thau six brazen, human-shaped 
heads th a t possessed all the faculties of 
speech. The first of these was the work 
of Monk Gerbert, who afterward be­ 
came pope with the title Sylvester II. 
The head is said to have predicted 
th a t Gerbert would be pope .and th a t 
he would not die until he had said 
mass in Jersualem. After tho first 
p art of the prophecy had been fulfill­ 
ed, and he had placed the papal tira 
upon his head, he resolved to live for­ 
ever by steering clear of Jerusalem. 
While saying mass one day in a small 
church in a suburb of Rome, Sylvest­ 
er was taken with s sudden rigor. 
Knowing th a t his end was near, he 
asked the rector if the church had 
any special name. Being informed 
th a t it was properly called “Jerusa­ 
lem,” he closed his eyes and died with­ 
in an hour. 
"The second “ brazen-speaking head” 
was made by one Robert Grosseteste, 
an Italian bishop who resided in Eng­ 
land between the year 1175 and 1223. 
The third is said to have been the re­ 
sult of 30 years’ labor on p art of the 
astrologer, 
Albertus 
Magnus, who 
was born in the year 1205. 
Friar Bacon, who died 1284, is 
the credit, of having made a iiead of 
brass which constantly repeated the 
words: “’Time’s come, time’s here, 
time’s past.” The marquis of Vilena 
—1384-1434—also made a speaking 
head of sheet brass. A Polish disciple 
of Estello made the sixth and last 
mentioned of the famous “ talking 
heads of brass.”

Very much of the vicious legislation 
in the interests of the railroads of the 
Northwest wa‘4 formulated and p;tased 
tinder the seductive manipulation of 
Mr. John Lawler. 
He was a nice, 
smooth, silken-voiced old gentleman. 
Daniel has inherited some of the sil­ 
ver-tongued eloquence th at the old 
gentleman used to pour into the ears 
of the rural law makers a few years 
ago. He was the paid agent of a soul­ 
less corporation, and did the slickest 
work m that interest of any known 
lobbyist of the period. 
Of course Daniel should not be held 
responsible for the sins of his father, 
and these reminiscences are only re­ 
called to show how widely father and 
son can be apart. Mr. I). W. Lawler 
parades himself today as the prime 
friend and guardian angel of the 
people. 
If bis pretensions are correct 
he is engaged in simply tearing down 
the structure which it took his hon­ 
ored father so many laborious years to 
build.

I). \Y. Lawler is as sincere and faith­ 
ful a servant oi the people as his fath­ 
er was a true and loytil henchman of 
t lie corporations.

T h e J u d a s T re e of J a p a n . 
Everyone knows the Judas tree. A 
species grows in the south of Europe, 
and popular tradition has called it 
Judas tree, from a tradition th a t it 
w as the tree on which Judas hung him­ 
self after having betrayed the Savior. 
It is said the ilowers were white be­ 
fore, but, as if the tree itself was 
shocked at the enormity of the offense 
of Judas, its ffowers forever afterward 
became red as blood. The European 
species is called Cercis Siliquastrum. 
Iu America there is also a species of 
Judas tree, which is Cercis Canadensis. 
It makes a considerable sized tree, 
although usually seen more as a bush 
or shrub. It very much resembles the 
Judas tree of Europe, but the flowers 
are paler, and there are, of course, 
some other botanical 
differences. 
From Japan we have now another 
species, or rather it has been in culti­ 
vation for the past twenty years, 
more or less, but it is yet not as well 
known as it deserves to be. It is 
much iwarfer than the forms of Eu­ 
rope and America, and has much lar­ 
ger, thicker and more shining foliage. 
The two species above seem to be a 
mass of flowers in early spring, and on 
this account one has been called in 
America “red bud tree,” but the 
beauty of these can in no way com­ 
pare with th at of this Japanese spe­ 
cies.—Meehan’s Monthly.

A $50,000 Electric Street Railway to 
Be Built and In Operation 
in 45 days. 


A Magnificent Three Story 
Solid 
Brick Business Block a 
Certainty this Fall. 
If there are any people in this city 
who have had any doubts in regard 
to Brainerd’s future prosperity, the 
developments of the past two days 
ought certainly 
to 
dispel 
every 
thought of such a character. 
When 
one of the m o t careful, conservative 
and successful business men of the 
state considers it a good business 
proposition to invest at least $50,000 
iu an eleotnc street railway in this 
city, our own citizen* certainly ought 
to have confidence in the future. 
That this is the case we are most 
happy to state. 
The franchise which 
was recently granted to H. Spalding, 
H. J. Spencer and J. N. Never* has 
been by these gentlemen voluntarily 
and gratuitously relinquished to C. 
N. Parker, of Parker & Topping, of 
the N. P. foundry, who will imme­ 
diately begin the construction of the 
road and push it to completion be­ 
fore winter seta in. 
On being ques­ 
tioned in regard to the m atter Mr. 
Parker not only corroborated every 
statement mado above, but furnished 
the 
D isp a tc h with additional infor­ 
mation that will be of interest. 
He 
stated that he had been figuring on 
the matter for several weeks so that 
he had all the details arranged and 
could proceed with active work on 
the construction at onoe. 
Instead of 
building the road over the line re­ 
quired 
by the old franchise Mr. 
Parker will commence at the extreme 
south end of Sixth street and extend 
it north to Front, and east on Front 
to Eighth and north on Eighth across 
the track to King wood and from 
thero over tho old liuo to the new 
mill at Rice Lake. 
A special m eet­ 
ing of the council will be called ts 
amend the

changes. 
The power house will be 
built as closely to the new mill as 
possible, so as to use the refuse 
m attter of the mill for fuel.

A Lotter From India. 
A. E. Shoberg, a young man who 
left this city in Murch to go as a 
missionary to India, writes a friend 
of his in Brainord a very interesting 
letter m regard to the voyage, and 
wo are allowed to make the follow­ 
ing extracts from it: 
On the 11th of May we left Van­ 
couver on board the Empress of 
China. 
The journey was very pleas­ 
ant although the fore part of the 
ship was covered with ice after the 
storms. 
After having been out of 
sight of land thirteen days we en­ 
tered the harbor of Yokohama, and 
no sooner had we droned anchor than 
we were sourroundoa by an army of 
small boats called “sampans,” which 
are about sixteen feet long and six 
feet wide, and are occupied by their 
owners who live in theta altogether. 
One of these boats took us ashore and 
there we were met by a sworm of 
“rickshaw men,” all yelling and shout­ 
ing at the top of their voices, each one 
eager to have us jum p into his rick­ 
shaw and let them haul us about town 
at the rate of fifteen cents per hour. A 
rickshaw is a 
two 
wheeled cart, 
covered like a top buggy, and is 
drawn by the owner who gets be­ 
tween the shafts, with no clothing on 
but a cloth around his loins, 
and is 
directed in his course by the oc­ 
cupants of his rig 
1 preferred to 
walk rather than bo hauled aroand 
in that fashion by a heathen. 
March 
25th we left Yokohama and arrived 
at Kobe the next day. 
The Japs, are 
as a whole a pretty smart race of 
people and are rapidly advancing in 
civilization. 
The finest part of our 
voyage was through tho inland seas 
of Japan. 
A 
sail of three days 
through the Yellow S»-a brought us 
to Shanghai, which i* situated ten 
miles from the coast on a small river. 
Here two of our party left us. 
At 
the wharf wo were met by a Swedish 
missionary; his head was shaved and 
he wore n pigtail and had adopted 
the Chinese dress. 
Wo were shown 
the city, first the English, then the 
French and last the Chinese portions. 
The latter was a little the worst I 
ever saw. 
The houses were all one 
story with open fronts. 
The streets 
wers very narrow, all the way from 
four to fourteen feet, arid a very 
filthy oder filled the air. 
I do not 
wondv*r there is so much sickness here,
